New York, Nov. 26.—The advance 


forces of the Army and Navy began 
to arrive in New York today for the 
annual foot ball battle between the 
West Point cadets and the Annapolis 
midshipmen at the Polo Grounds to- 
morrow afternoon. Hundreds of ex- 
tra seats have been erected at the 
Polo Grounds and the largest crowd 
that ever saw an Army-Navy foot 
ball game will be on hand te cheer 
their favorites. 


As a whole, the Army-Navy game 


is the most spectacular on the foot 
ball schedule of the year. The uni- 
forms of officers, the pasac'ng across 
the field of the battalions of gray- 
clad cadets and the regiment of blue- 
uniformed midshipmen, the martial 
music of the big brass bands, ana tne 
commingling of the colors of the 
American flag with the blue and gold 
of the Navy, and the black, gold and 
gray of the Army, give a picturesque 
setting that is inspiring. 


The major part of officialdom of 


Washington is expected here, in ad- 
dition to society folk of a score of 
cities. The anticipated presence of 
the President and his fiancee has add- 
ed interest to the game this year. 
Several members of the cabinet, in- 
chiding the secretaries of War and 
the Navy, will be on hand to root for 
the gridiron warriors. 


Experts who have observsd both 


teams in action this season* believe 
they are pretty evenly matched. 
There.fe little to choose between their 
records for the season. The coaches 
today reported their respective teams 
in fine physical condition n"d confi- 
dent. Unless all signs go astray the 
spectators tomorrow will witness one 
of the most interesting games ever 
played between teams representing 
the two services.

Small colleges, from time immemorial 
the lawful meat of the Big Ones in 
the collegiate world, turned with a 
vengeance that makes the well known 
worm look like the Rock of Giberal- 
ter. 


With the exception of Cornell and! 


Pittsburgh, by now acknowledged 
peers of the Eastern division, not -/| 
Eastern team went through the sea- 
son with a clean record. Starting 
with the Yale defeat by Virginia on 
October 2, the season was one long- 
drawn out and of unexpected upsets. 


W. & J. followefl the Southerners 


took a slap at the Blue. Then 


came Colgate w$h <Jhe same tale, and 
lastly little Brown, which had been 
licked by Syracuse and tied by Trin- 
ity, took a parting kick at the be- 
wildered Bull Dog. 


Cornell loped into Cambridge and 


went out with the scalp of Percy 
Haughton—the first time a Harvard 
team had been defeated in three 
years. 
Princeton, with the best 


Tiger eleven of a decade, was defeat- 
ed four times by the Yale aggrega- 
tion. 


The Army and Navy passed into 


the second division of foot ball insti- 
tution* by being licked by numerous 
small colleges. Lafayette came along 
and whipped Pennsylvania. 


Out in the West, old Fielding H. 


Yost has completed the most disas- 
trous year of his long connection with 
the Wolverine institution. Michigan's 
Aggies, Syracuse, Cornell—all took a 
whack at the heretofore feared Yost 
machine. 


In view of these events, foot ball 


fanatics from Coast to Coast are 
jwating for the annual pun—an Ail- 
American eleven—with more than 
usual curiosity. The Michigan Ag- 
gies defeated Michigan. The Aggies

larly Walter Yale Camp, are going 
to select an eleven which represents 
America, is pretty hard to see.

Nearly one thousand townspeople 


and visitors witnessed the foot ball 
game Thanksgiving afternoon be- 
tween the local high school beys and 
the Ridgway high eleven in which 
the Red and Black players defeated 
their opponents by a score of 39-0. 
By the score the game appears to 
bave been a one-sided affair, but in 
reality it was not as Ridgway put up 
a strong game during the entire 
game, especially the second half. 


The visiting team was not as strong 


as was expected by the local manage- 
ment but put up a fairly good gaiae 
and managed to break more than 
half of the forward passes which the 
home team made. They were lack- 
ing in pep and aggressiveness which 
on the other hand was a marked fea- 
ture in the playing of the Clearfield 
team. 


In spite of the sloppy field, most 


of the plays were open and forward 
passes were used frequently and to 
good advantage. 
Many new forma- 


tions were used by the local- team 
with good effect. Some startling dis- 
closures were made on the part of 
both teams especially on the part of 
Clearfield. The interference, clipping 
and end running was especially good. 


Mitchell and Austin were especially 


strong on the offense while Bowes 
distinguished himself on me defense 
by making many difficult tackles 
which prevented scoring by the Ridg- 


team several 
times. 
Harry 


Pooler, the smallest man on the field, 
ran the Clearfield eleven in good 
shape and gives promise of becoming 
one of the cleverest quarterbacks in 
this section of the state. Lynn and 
Patchin both played extra good 
games on the defer 3ive. 


The game was: c riled shortly after 


3 o'clock. Clearheld receiving. Ridg- 
way kicked off to Martin who return- 
ed the ha.ll to the 35 yard line. Af- 
ter several long runs' by Martin an* 
Mitchell Clearfield lost the ball on an 
intercepted forward pass on the 60 
yard line. For the majority of the 
first quarter the ball was in the hands 
of the home team who were unable 
to score until the last five minutes of 
the period when Mitchen scored the 
first tally through right tackle.

Charges Celneida With The 


Allegations a! Werktof IMR 


Government Boards Investigating the 


Condition Under Which Women the university in recent years. 
Must Work—Wages Vary From- 
Five to Two Dollars a Week.

London, Oct. 9.—(By Mail.)—Wo- 


men munition workers of England 
say they are being sweated and that 
their patriotism is being exploited to 
satisfy employers' greed. The wo- 
men's formal charges, just filed with 
the Labor Board add to the labor 
muddle in the United Kingdom. 


The women usually are not affilia- 


ted with regular trade unions, whose 
domain they have invoded, but in this 
case their charges coincide with the 
allegations^ the laboring men. The 
English working women, like the men 
persist in their efforts to get a hear- 
ing when the life of the nation is at 
stake, they say, because although 
they declare themselves patriotic 
they can not permit their patriotism 
to be exploited. 


While the manufacturers grow rich 


out of government war contracts, the 
working women insist their wages re- 
main unincreased while the cost of 
living is constantly ascending. The 
men charged this too; and the wo- 
men add that their employers are 
taking advantage of their inexperi- 
ence to sweat them. 


One advantage the women have is 


that government boards were ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions un- 
der which they might be called upon 
to work. These boards have re- 
sponded to the cry for help and are, 
after 
investigation, 
bending 
the 


weight of their authority to the pro- 
tests. 


The complaints center largely in 


the Manchester district where thou- 
sands of women are employed and 
hundreds are being added weekly. It 
was found that many factories are In- 
stalling lighter machinery for the 
women, but are not paying them 
men's wages, nor nearly so much. 


The wages were found to vary 


from a maximum of about $5 for a 
48-hour week down to $2.50 for a Si- 
hour week. Despite the minimum 
wage of seven cents an hour fixed 
many concerns paid less. 


The women demand factory can- 


teens so the women night workers 
may have a hot meal. A demand is 
also made for a shift acheduie that 
will not permit a woman to work 
more than eight hours at a time. 


Another protest was against heavy 


work being given to the women. One 
young girl handled an 18 pound shell 
every minute throughout the day. 
Other girls were found working on 
rough cast shells weighing 23 pounds. 


The report of the government's 


committee was that women could not 
be employed on heavy physios! work 
of this nature for the period of hours 
now required unless they were paid 
sufficiently to permit of proper food 
and nourishment.

Cambridge, Nov. 28.—Dr. Norbert 


Wiener, assistant professor of philos- 
ophy at Harvard University and be- 
lieved te be the youngest instructor 
to be found at any of the great 
American institutions of learning, re- 
ceived congratulations from his col- 
leagues of the faculty, from students 
and friends today on the occasion of 
his twenty-first birthday. Dr. Wie- 
ner was made an assistant processor 
at the university before tats twentieth 
year. He is a son of Prof. Leo Wie- 
ner, head of the department of Slavic 
languages at Harvard, and it consid- 
ered the most notable of several 
prodigies of learning graduated from 


Norbert Wiener developed rapidly 


when an infant and at the age of 18 
months knew his alphabet. When 
three years old he began to read. 
Two years later he began the study 
of Latin. At the age of six he had 
mastered arithmetic, algebra, plane 
and solid geometry. 
When eight 


years old he read with ease Latin, 
German, French and Russian books 
nad was deep i nthe study of the writ, 
ings of Darwin, Huxley, Ribot and 
Haeckel. 


He was eleven yean old when he 


entered Tufts College with the class 
of 1910 and in three years had com- 
pleted the four years' course leading 
to the A. B. degree, receiving it in 
June, 1909. Then he entered Har- 
vard and in 1912 received hi% A, M. 
degree and a year later was made a 
doctor of philosophy.

Charges Celneida With The 


Allegations a! Werktof IMR 


Government Boards Investigating the 


Condition Under Which Women the university in recent years. 
Must Work—Wages Vary From- 
Five to Two Dollars a Week.

London, Oct. 9.—(By Mail.)—Wo- 


men munition workers of England 
say they are being sweated and that 
their patriotism is being exploited to 
satisfy employers' greed. The wo- 
men's formal charges, just filed with 
the Labor Board add to the labor 
muddle in the United Kingdom. 


The women usually are not affilia- 


ted with regular trade unions, whose 
domain they have invoded, but in this 
case their charges coincide with the 
allegations^ the laboring men. The 
English working women, like the men 
persist in their efforts to get a hear- 
ing when the life of the nation is at 
stake, they say, because although 
they declare themselves patriotic 
they can not permit their patriotism 
to be exploited. 


While the manufacturers grow rich 


out of government war contracts, the 
working women insist their wages re- 
main unincreased while the cost of 
living is constantly ascending. The 
men charged this too; and the wo- 
men add that their employers are 
taking advantage of their inexperi- 
ence to sweat them. 


One advantage the women have is 


that government boards were ap- 
pointed to investigate conditions un- 
der which they might be called upon 
to work. These boards have re- 
sponded to the cry for help and are, 
after 
investigation, 
bending 
the 


weight of their authority to the pro- 
tests. 


The complaints center largely in 


the Manchester district where thou- 
sands of women are employed and 
hundreds are being added weekly. It 
was found that many factories are In- 
stalling lighter machinery for the 
women, but are not paying them 
men's wages, nor nearly so much. 


The wages were found to vary 


from a maximum of about $5 for a 
48-hour week down to $2.50 for a Si- 
hour week. Despite the minimum 
wage of seven cents an hour fixed 
many concerns paid less. 


The women demand factory can- 


teens so the women night workers 
may have a hot meal. A demand is 
also made for a shift acheduie that 
will not permit a woman to work 
more than eight hours at a time. 


Another protest was against heavy 


work being given to the women. One 
young girl handled an 18 pound shell 
every minute throughout the day. 
Other girls were found working on 
rough cast shells weighing 23 pounds. 


The report of the government's 


committee was that women could not 
be employed on heavy physios! work 
of this nature for the period of hours 
now required unless they were paid 
sufficiently to permit of proper food 
and nourishment.
